MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

for  the  Year  1952 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  thirty-first  Annual  Report. 
All  the  pointers  are  more  or  less  in  the  right  direction.  There  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  Birth  Rate — 14.75,  as  compared  with  13.27 
last  year.  There  has  been  a  comparable  decrease  in  the  Death  Rate— 
this  year  10.34,  last  year  11.59.  The  Infantile  Mortality  shows  a  very 
considerable  decrease — this  year  23.26,  whereas  for  1951  it  was  31.09. 

We  again  have  had  a  small  share  of  the  Zymotic  Diseases,  Measles 
208,  Chickenpox- — 333  and  Whooping  Cough — 211.  Whooping  Cough 
is,  in  my  opinion,  by  the  far  the  most  serious  of  the  three  and  requires 
more  home  care  and  attention  than  is  often  given.  As  in  the  case  of 
Diphtheria,  where  a  Prophylactic  Vaccine  has  proved  almost  a  hundred 
per  cent  successful,  there  is  now  available  a  very  satisfactory  Whooping 
Cough  Prophylactic  Vaccine  which  may  be  administered  to  any  child 
by  his  own  Doctor.  Parents  should  take  every  advantage  of  the 
facilities. 


Thirty-three  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  still  a  very  formidable 
figure  and  seems  out  of  proportion  to  fifteen  cases  notified  some  twenty- 
years  ago.  Nevertheless,  one  can  appreciate  the  fact  that  today  early 
diagnosis,  Mass  Radiography,  etc.,  may  account  for  a  large  percentage 
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of  the  increase.  But,  it  is  also  noteworthy  that  the  number  of  Deaths 
from  Tuberculosis  has  decreased  and  will  continue  to  do  so  with  the 
advances  in  treatment. 

Housing  is  still  one  of  our  main  problems  in  the  Health  Service 
and  it  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  can  record  a  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  completed  new  houses.  A  total  of  2(H)  was  completed  ; 
of  which  170  were  Council  Houses;  2  by  other  local  authorities  and 
28  by  Private  Enterprise-  whereas  the  figures  for  1951  were  55  Council 
and  five  Private  Enterprise.  And  yet  this  increase  is  not  nearly  large 
enough.  The  provision  of  new  houses  does  not  keep  pace  with  the 
number  of  new  applications,  and  the  waiting  period  shows  no  signs 
of  being  shortened — a  new  applicant  today  can  anticipate  the  provision 
of  a  house  w  ithin  about  five  years,  and  what  a  lot  can  happen  in  five 
years. 

1  drew  attention  last  year  to  Belfield  House  and  I  had  great  pleasure 
in  visiting  it  the  other  day  and  in  meeting  the  Manageress  and  the 
residents.  The  house  is  occupied  by  a  number  of  elderly  ladies  and 
gentlemen  who  are  spending  their  days  in  most  agreeable  surroundings 
and  all  expressed  their  great  satisfaction  w  ith  the  comfort  and  serenity 
of  the  atmosphere.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  future  will  see  many 
more  of  these  “  heart’s  ease  ”  establishments  in  view  of  the  increase 
in  longevity  w  hich  brings  with  it  the  need  for  tactful  supervision  and 
care  in  providing  the  ordinary  comforts  of  life. 

There  is  one  black  spot,  and  that  is  the  disregard,  which  seems 
general,  for  the  use  of  litter  bins,  and  of  course,  conditions  are  much 
worse  when  there  are  no  litter  bins  at  all.  The  state  of  the  Market 
Place  on  a  Saturday  night  is  beyond  description.

Extensions  have  been  made  to  water  distribution  mains  to 
Petersham  Road  site  to  cater  for  Council  houses  being  erected  ;  and 
to  the  Parkside  Estate  to  cater  for  private  houses  being  erected. 

Water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality 
and  quantity,  except  that  it  is  desired  to  soften  the  water  supplied 
from  Stanton-by-Bridge  waterworks. 

Water  is  tested  at  Stanton-by-Bridge  several  times  a  day  (chlor¬ 
ination  test)  ;  monthly  bacteriological  tests  by  Derbyshire  County 
Analyst  of  water  from  Stanton-by-Bridge  waterworks  and  two  Castle 
Donington  Reservoirs  ;  two  monthly  bacteriological  tests  of  water  from 
Risley  Reservoir  (Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  supply)  and  from  service 
in  centre  of  Long  Eaton.  Chemical  tests  of  Stanton-by-Bridge  water 
each  six  months. 

Stanton-by-Bridge  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent  ;  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board’s  water  is  dealt  with  at  source. 

Water  is  chlorinated  at  sources. 

Practically  all  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  direct  to  houses  ;  very  few  standpipe  supplies.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  1952 


To  Tin;  Chairman  and  Members  ok  Tin  Long  Eaton  Urban 

District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  present  my  ninth  Annual  Report  as  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Housing.  During  the  year  1952,  170  new  houses  were  let  as 
follows  : — 113  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation,  after  waiting  five  and  a  half 
years,  52  to  special  cases  where  need  was  measured  by  the  points 
scheme,  and  five  to  T.B.  cases. 

During  the  same  period,  236  applications  were  received,  and  at 
the  time  of  writing,  there  are  911  sub-tenants,  612  tenants  and  126 
engaged  couples  on  the  list. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  was  a  great  increase 
in  the  number  of  new  houses  erected. 

In  March,  the  Council  altered  the  ratio  of  letting  to  75% 
to  sub-tenants  in  rotation,  20%  to  Special  Cases  and  5%  to  T.B. 
cases,  the  special  cases  to  have  a  qualifying  period  of  three  years  on 
the  application  list. 

Abbatoir.  The  principle  of  examining  every  animal  at  the  time 
of  slaughter  was  followed  as  recommended  by  the  Inter-departmental 
Committee  on  Meat  Inspection. 

Salvage.  The  slump  in  the  Waste  Paper  Trade,  the  lack  of 
demand  and  the  drastic  fall  in  prices  had  a  serious  efFect  on  the  Income 
from  Salvage,  and  instead  of  an  income  of  over  ,£5000,  and  a  profit  of 
over  ,£2,000  as  in  the  previous  year,  our  receipts  were  reduced  to  ,£2,913 
with  a  resultant  loss  of  ,£413  in  the  year. 

However,  we  continued  to  collect  paper,  to  maintain  the  collection 
machinery  and  the  good-will  of  the  householders,  and  at  the  time  of 
writing  we  have  just  cleared  the  last  of  our  accumulated  stock.  It 
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is  fortunate  that  in  1950  we  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Board  Mills 
—many  districts  have  been  unable  to  sell  their  salvaged  paper. 

During  the  year,  the  salvaging  of  tins  from  the  tip  was  commenced 
and  resulted  in  an  income  of  £55. 

Refuse  Collection.  Our  costs  have  continued  to  be  favourable 
when  compared  with  other  districts,  and  a  weekly  collection  has  been 
maintained. 

A  new  side-loading  vehicle  was  purchased  in  February.  The 
Council  considered  the  question  of  purchasing  a  mechanical  loading 
vehicle,  and  a  sub-committee  visited  Sheffield  by  the  courtesy  of  Mr. 
Fox,  to  see  this  type  in  actual  use  and  wrere  impressed  by  the  cleanly 
manner  of  loading  and  especially  the  cleanliness  of  the  men  actually 
carrying  out  the  collection.  Unfortunately,  from  an  economic  point 
of  view,  the  additional  cost  could  not  be  justified  and  in  view  of  the  fall  in 
salvage  income,  the  time  was  not  considered  opportune  to  purchase 
this  type  of  vehicle.  I  hope,  however,  that  when  we  require  a  new 
vehicle,  consideration  will  again  be  given  to  the  purchase  of  a 
mechanical  loader,  as  in  no  works  where  the  constant  repetitive 
handling  of  a  large  quantity  of  bulk  material  is  necessary,  are  manual 
means  employed  when  mechanical  means  are  available. 

Tipping.  In  January,  1952,  we  commenced  raising  the  level  of  the 
playing  fields  of  the  Grange  School  at  the  request  of  the  Derbyshire 
C.C.  by  tipping  refuse,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year,  over  two  acres  had 
been  raised  to  a  height  of  six  feet  above  the  previous  level. 

Public  Conveniences.  During  the  year,  washing  facilities 
were  installed  in  the  Ladies  and  Gents,  conveniences  at  the  Green.

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  but  vendors  were  cautioned 
in  respect  of  milk  (1  sample)  deficient  in  fat  ;  Beef  Sausages  (2  samples) 
deficient  in  meat  ;  Pork  Sausages  (1  sample)  containing  preservative 
without  the  appropriate  declaration  ;  and  Processed  Gruvere  Cheese 
(1  sample)  deficient  in  fat. 

One  sample  of  Sardines  in  Oil  and  Tomato  and  two  samples  of 
different  brands  of  Canned  Soup  contained  excessive  amounts  of 
tin.  Further  examination  of  these  commodities  showed  them  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption  and  the  remaining  stocks  were  con¬ 
demned  and  destroyed.

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1953,  the  charges  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  Trade  Refuse  and  tipping,  etc.,  realised  £340  and  the  value 
of  the  materials  salvaged  was  £2,913. 

The  Cleansing  Department  also  disposes  of  refuse  free  of  cost 
from  the  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of  the  Council, 
and  other  firms  of  payment  of  l/6d.  per  load.
